Tamaqua and Slightly 
Hud.

Tamaqua, Pa., Aug. 29. — In an en- 
counter between troops ami strikers at 
La ns ford this morning, Capt. W. II. 
Ileini. of Company K, 12th Regiment, 
was slightly injured and half a dozen 
strikers were bayonctted by the soldiers 
in the fracas. Major tiearhardt, in com- 
mand of the troops here, says that he 
will appeal to the militia authorities to 
put the town of Lanslord under mar- 
tial law. 

As early as daybreak the troops were 
busy quelling disturbances and protect- 
ing non-union men on their way to 
work. At Summit Hill about the usual 
number of men availed Lheuiselves of 
tho protection of the soldiers and went 
to work. The news that more men than 
usual were reporting for work spread 
through the lower part of the valley like 
wild-tire, and in a short time the streets 
were almost blocked with peoplo._\Vheu 
the corner of Centre and East Kertzcli 
streets were reached, the cars stopped 
to allow several non-union men to got 
off. As the men stepped to the ground 
tho mob made a rush for them. A half 
dozen soldiers sprang off the ear and 
with levelled riUes forced tho strikers 
back and made a passageway for the 
non-union men. 

When the soldiers returned, nt'ter es- 
corting their charges to a place of 
safety, tho moh commenced to close in 
around the ears. The strikers were in 
an ugly mood, and when ordered to dis- 
perse merely yelled louder and crushed 
tho closer. Capt. HeJin was about to 
jump from a car -when he was seized by 
the legs and thrown to the ground. Half 
a dozen privates who followed were 
roughly handled. With gun butts and 
bayonets the soldiers forced the crowd 
buck. .Many of the strikers stood their 
ground and would not move until the 
soldiers jabbed them with their bayonets. 
A number fit the strikers were knocked 
down, while others suffered slight 
bayonet wounds. 

As has been the case for the past few 
days, troops were jeered wherever they 
went. The officers repeatedly 'admonish- 
ed tho crowds not to insult or molest the 
imilitianien, but their words had little 
effect. 

Pa., Aug. '2',).— A committCf 
of the striking employees of the Ameri 
can Iron ec Stool Manufacturing com 
puny culled at the o HI fie of General Man 
agcr Lord today, and demanded that the

The plant 
when in full operation employed noa-ly 
M.tMM) men ami boys. Now the entire 
plant is idle with the exception of that 
cor; inn m:: lined by newcomers.

COAL SITUATION. 

Speculation a< to Quantity Comi/unies 
Can Supply. 

Philadelphia. Pa., Aug. 2'.).— While 
mine operators and officials of the United 
Mine Workers says that the strike situ- 
ation in the anthracite' field remains un- 
changed, it is evident '.hat there is great- 
er activity ill present In the coul re- 
gion. Coal is being shipped from vari- 
ous sections of the field daily, and sev- 
eral washeries are now in operation. It 
does not follow, however, that any of 
tho companies are cutting coal. When 
the strike was declared a large quantity 
of cut coal was left beneath the surface 
ready for the breaker. According to 
miners' union nlHcinls it is this coal that 
is now being brought to the surface by 
tho speciai deputies, foremen and others 
employed about the collieries during the 
progress of the strike. It is also said 
that the big coal carrying companies are 
drawing oil their reserve supply to sat- 
isfy tho more pressing demands. 

The Pennsylvania railway, through its 
agents, has been selling and shipping 
small quantities of coal almost daily 
since the strike began, securing its sup- 
ply from sixty thousand tons In slor- 
age. This supply has been exhausted, 
however, and what little coal the com- 
pany is now sending out comes from the 
mines of tho Susquehanna Coal com- 
pany at Nanticoke. where small quan- 
tities are being brought to the surface 
and sent to market daily. The Read- 
ing .company, according to its . sales 
agents, has sold no coal since the strike 
was declared, except in a few eases 
■where coal taken from stocks on hand 
was parted with to help out certain man- 
ufacturing interests on Ihe line, and to 
supply one or two chnritnhlo institutions. 

On the other hand, reports from the 
Schuylkill region, where the Reading 
company's mines tire, are to the effect 
that shipments of anthracite from that 
section are increasing daily. Within the 
past few days ifivo hundred cars of hard 
cool have passed through Reading. It 
cuiiie from the washeries in Ihe storage 
yards nt Landingvillo and St. Clair. The 
washeries established along the Scliuyl 
kills river in Northern Berks and Lower 
Schuvlkill counties are in operation day 
and night, and as high .as 1,01)0 cars are 
shipped in a day. 

"What is considered a significant move 
on the the part of operators is the return 
of many mules from pasture to the' 
mines. Hundreds of mine mules were 
taken to Lancaster and Chester counties 
soon after the strike br-an and put out 
to graze. These animals are now being 

shipped back to the coal region's. 



Only in Dawson a Few Days 
and Spoke Without 
Information. 



Dawson, Aug. 27.— Dr. Morley Wick- 
et t, special commissioner of the Manu- 
facturers' Association oi' Canada, in an 
interview regarding his views on the fu- 
ture of the Yukon, and his opinion of 
Mr. Dees' letter, which has been widely 
circulated in the East, and has already 
had a very injurious effect, says: 

"After nearly a month's visit in tho 
Klondike, during which time I have n- 
terviewed many of the important mer- 
chants, and a large number of the lead- 
ing miners, I have been greatly impress- 
ed by the territory. Undoubtedly the 

nilitry has a promising harvest yet 
head of it, good for many years to 
come. As to Mr. Hees' letter to "Indus- 
trial Canada," I wish only to say that it 
appears to have had a more widely de- 
pressing effect than Mr. Hees perhaps 
intended. 

Just today, for example, prompted by 
the report, two telegrams wero handed 
me, querying the financial strength of 
certain local firms, and intimating that 
the banks outside were inclined to press 
for speedy payments from them. A let- 
ter was also shown me from a largo 
shipper, stating that Mr. Hees' letter 
had made the writer nervous about mak- 
ing future shipments to Dawson. 

It will be very regrettable if the nor- 
iinnl course of trade or credit is in any 
way broken. The Yukon is all right, 
and Canadian manufacturers and ship- 
pers should not let Ir. out of their grasp. 
United States sellers will be oulv too 
ready to take advantage or the situa- 
tion. This fall prices promise to be 
firmer and higher than for some time, 
and the large stocks laid in have cverv 
promise of being readily saleable.

New York, Aug. 20.— Sir Edmund 
Barton, premier of Australia, lias visit- 
ed the lending ilinnin ial institutions, and 
met many leading business men. lie is 
(much interested in the progress of the 
anthracite coal strike in this country. He 
considered the frequency of great strikes 
in the United States a serious umtbV, 
one which requires careful study on the 
part of the people and of congress. 

'M think," he said, "that we in Aus- 
tralia are very much in iidvnnee of your 
country in the matter of dealing with 
industrial conditions. By the tonus of 
our arbitration laws, great strikes are 
made practically impossible. Arbitra- 
tion is compulsory, and -when disputes 
arise between employers and employed, 
tooth parties are required to submit the 
issue re a beard of arbitration, which is 
under government control. A judge of 
the Supreme court is the head of the 
board, and two assessors are named to 
act with him. one appointed by each side. 

A money deposit, sufficiently large to 
make both parties to the dispute unwill- 
ing to forfeit it. is required to be paid 
into tie' court before the arbitration lie- 
gins. The deposits guarant' hat both 
sides will abide by the (ind: of the 
board. Since the ennetmenl of this com- 
pulsory arbitration law strikes in New 
South Wales are unknown."

Harbor improvements was attain the 
subject of discussion last night at the 
hands of a joiut committee representing 
the City Council, the Board of Trade 
and the Voters' League. The meeting 
r/as hold iu tho committee room tit the 
City Hall, and President McQuade, of 
the Board of Trade, presided, besides 
whom there were present P. Moberley, 
uVhl. Vincent, Capt. Cox, Aid. McCnnd- 
less, It. Seabrook, W. Laird and P. El- 
worthy. 

'As part and parcel of the question of 
harbor improvement, Mr. Seabrook de- 
sired to say a few words with refer- 
ence to some remarks attributed to Aid. 
Yates at a meeting the previous even- 
ing. Those remarks wore a reflection 
on thi' management of the outer wharf, 
and besides, he inosl emphatically wish- 
ed to deny that the wharfnjie rates at 
the outer wharf were excessive or til il 
tiny had ever driven ships away to load 
salmon on the Sound or on the Praser, 
'Shins loading salmon at the outer wharf 
pay the list: a I charge for dockage, Salm- 
on transferred from lighters over the 
ship's side pays no wharfage.

of the .Marine and Fishery Department, 
mi his arrival here, and Impress ^n him 
that It Is the unanimous wish of the citi- 
zens of Victoria that the Dominion gov- 
ernment take steps to place our harhor la 
a proper condition to moot the require- 
ments of our trade. 

That Col. Anderson ho asked to aw the 
Dominion government to have an Immedi- 
ate survey made of the whole harbor, to- 
gether with necessary soundings and bor- 
ings on which to hnse a definite plan of 
permanent Improvements and to prepare 
estimates for the same, and that tho plans 
and report should he ready before the 
next mooting of parliament. 

That our members urge tha government 
on the completion of the above survey to 
adopt a policy of Improvement for lh,s 
harbor, ami to systematically carry it out 
until its oomph. Hon. 

Thai our members be requested to furth- 
er urge on tin. Dominion government the 
Importance of retaining the dredge Kins 
Edward here after tile James Boy work Is 
completed, to carry on further operations 
In the upper harbor, and that tho materia' 
dredged flierei shall be used to Illl In the 
Hats bordering on that locality. 

Win. Laird went into the history of 
the Sorby scheme, and showed that it 
was undersl 1 at Ottawa, in connec- 
tion with a vote on that scheme, that 
the people of Victoria were indifferent to 
the matter of harbor improvement, and 
it was important thai any such impres- 
sion should be removed, lie favored the 
resolution. 

lAld. Vincent said that there was a sur- 
vey of the harbor showing the depth 
every four feet. With respect to dredg-, 
i nir the harbor, tho Mudlark would be 
brought down here as soon us the snag 
boat was through, and the old dredge 
'would dig a channel in the upper harbor 
for a marine railway, which was to be 
'built. There was. however, little good 
doing much on the inner harbor until 
the reef of rooks was removed from the 
entrance. Tho best thing to be done nt 
present was to keep on dredging and 
take out the smaller rocks as needed. 

Capt. Cox was aware that the impres- 
sion at Ottawa was thai the outer 
wharf was suflb iont for the purposes of 
'Victoria shipping and that the agitation 
for deepening tie- inner harbor was the 
■result of private owners wishing to net 
more of the shipping to come to their, 
docks, and thus earn more. As long ns 
this impression prevailed, it was difflellll 
to get anything done. Ho had drartod 
tlie following resolutions, which might 
contain some information of use to the 
commit t ee : 

That In your committee appointed to re- 
commend such Improvements as an in s- 

sary to put our harbor in safe navigable 
condition and to doopon It sufficiently to 
accommodate nil classes of shipping prying 
to nml fro from Victoria city, would recom- 
mend as follows: 

1st. That the entrance to Victoria harbor 
be deepened to a depth, of nt least IS feet 
at low water, to allow vessels of the 
heaviest draft now frequenting tho port, 
to enter and '•>ave at am- state of tide, 
also on account erf the bar ii.Tens the har- 
bor from Shoal point, forming a dam. pre- 
venting the silt from the harhor being 
carried by outflow of the tide to son. 

2nd. Tho removal of Tuso and Dredger

IGNORANCE OR (MAILICE. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer lias un 
editorial based on a magazine article 
by iMY. O, I', Austin, chief of the trea- 
sury bureau of statistics l'u the United 
States, Tho article discusses, the trans* 
foi'Olico of the Import aud export trade. 
ot China, Japnu, Korea, French East 
Indies, Siam, the Straits Settlements, 
India and Ceylon, Australasia, tin' 
. Dutch East Indies, the Philippines and 
the Hawaii islands from the Suez canal 
route to tho trans-Pacific trade routes. 
It shows how the trade has grown in 
importance through the short water route 
provided by the Suez canal, and how the 
development of commercial centres on 
the North American coast of the Paoific 
Ocean will provide a bettor means of 
conducting this trade than even tho 
iSuez canal afforded. With the general 
thesis presented in the article we have 
no complaint. It discusses a very patent 
and obvious fact. Xor is it unreason- 
able that the United States should de- 
rive great advantage from this trans- 
ference, and build up as much foreign 
trade as is possible to a country whose 
idea of foreign trade has hitherto been 
lo get everything and give nothing in 
return. But what object is to be gained 
by any responsible authority making 
statements such as are contained in this 
article we do not know, nor what ad- 
vantage is to be derived by the people 
of the .United States in shutting their 
eyes to the position occupied by tho Brit- 
ish Empire in relation to this trade. "Of 
all the European countries," says the 
Post-IntePigeneer, "Russia alone has a 
water frontage un the Pacific.'' There 
is a sense in which, this is true, and a 
sense in which it is not true, and it ie 
here applied in tho sense in which it 
is not true. Canada and Australia are 
in one sense not European countries. 
But they nre certainly portions of tho 
Britisli Empire, and, although the Brit- 
ish Empire is not a European country, 
it has its headquarters in Europo, and 
extensive interests there. However, 
this statement is nothing to what fol- 
lows: 

Tho coast lines on the Pacific of the 
various countries are stated in Mr. Aus- 
tin's article as hoing for the United 
■States 12,425 miles; Russia, (i.L'tIO; Aus- 
tralia,, 0,1)75; .Japan, 4,590; China, 3,130; 
Netherlands, with her many long and 
narrow islands, 10,SU0; Mexica, ;i,2S0; 
Chile, 2,400 and Peru, 1,530. Add to 
tho coast iiuo uf the United States, 
reaching from Mexico to the northern 
boundary of the Pacific, the frontage of 
tho Philippines and Hawaii, and wo 
exceed them all, and there is scarcely a 
foot of this great stretch that cannot 
be turned to commercial account. It 
is to the Pacific that the world must look 
for new markets, and find its greatest 
profit, as was done in the earlier cen- 
turies after a route was found to tho 
Indies. The opportunity offers now to 
make tho most of it, and in tho struggle 
for the best share tho United Statos is 
armed with every advantage. Reach- 
ing east to the Orient nnd south to Cen- 
tral and South America, t.he trade of 
the Pacific is obliged to flow to the only 



■one of tho gwat modern nations that is 
itself a boundary of the Pacific iu tem- 
perate or tropical latitudes. 

"Wo should have thought that the very 
obvious fact that Canada possessed n 
certain amouTit of the const line of the 
Paeitic Ocean in North America would 
have been admitted by the Seattle Post- 
Infelligeucer. But even if it wero con- 
cealed or ignored as a fact unpleasant 
to the susceptibilities of people in the 
United States who object to facts which 
they wish did not exist, wo could hardly 
have conceived it possible that any 
newspaper in Seattle should speak of 
■tho coast line of the United States as 
extending from Mexico to the 'Northern 
boundary of the Pacific Ocean. To ig- 
nore Canada is comprehensible, but to 
calmly absorb Canada and her coast line 
in order to minister to the sentimental 
grandeur of the United States is stupen- 
dous. It is hardly necessary to point 
out that so far as Pacific Ocean trade 
is concerned, the United States docs not 
merely not possess the whole of the Coast 
lino, but dues nut even possess tho best 
part of it. Its coast line is almost har- 
borless, ours is supplied with abundant 
and most excellent harbors in different 
latitudes, Furthermore, this ocean 
trade will necessarily fall to those i>orts 
which afford the easiest trade routes, 
and such ports will be found hi British 
Columbia rather than in the United 1 
States. In addition, the natural re- 
sources and products of Canada are no 
whit inferior to those of the United 
States as the basis of trade on the Pa- 
cilic Ocean, and as the development of 
our country proceeds apace our jealous 
neighbors will become more and more 
aware of that fact. A large share of a 
must important trade development they 
certainly will have, but by no means 
anything approaching to a monopoly 
of it. 

THE .MONROE DOCTRINE. 

At the present time Venezuela is en- 
gaged in one of those domestic turmoils 
which take the place of politics in South 
America. As a matter of fact, the gov- 
ernment of Venezuela is a wholly cor- 
rupt, and abominable tyranny, and a re- 
volt is now in progress on* the part ot 
others who wish to upset it, and put an- 
other equally corrupt and abominable 
tyranny in its place. If the genial 
South Americans involved nobody but 
themselves in their playful little games, 
they may make a "kirk or a mill" of 
their countries without interesting nny 
one except themselves. But unfortun- 
ately, in the excitement of the moment, 
they aro apt to interfere with tin? com- 
merce and shipping of countries like 
Great Britnin, the United States, 
France and Germany. Among other 
things they sometimes imngine that 
creditors have no rights, that ships are 
open to seizure and that paper blockades 
are to be respected. Armed cruisers and 
parties of marines are the only argu- 
ments which will bring them to reason, 
lint armored cruisers and parties of mar- 
ines mean occasional occupation of ports 
aud seats of government, and have but 
a limited authority without the possi- 
bility of decisive action in tho back- 
ground. According to the Monroe doc- 
trine, however, tho sacred soil of South 
America may not be invaded, even tem- 
porarily, by any mere monarchical mar- 
ine, except at the risk of trouble with 
the United States, a condition uf affairs 
whose effect is to encourage the imper- 
tinence of these South American paro- 
dies of republics, and to diminish their 
danger of punishment, Tho Monroe doc- 
trine is a very excellent doctrine aud a 
great credit to the Britisli (Statesmua 
who devised it. Tin'! Only trouble about 
it is that it affixes responsibilities upon 
the United States which that country 
must not exercise to annoy some other 
country, and then evade to please its#lf. 
No sane person is likely to quarrel with 
Uncle Sam's ainbitiun_tu play policeman 
to the Southern half of the Western 
Hemisphere, but Uncle Sam must nut 
bo always round the corner when there 
is a row on, or some other country will 
proceed to do summary justice in the 
time honored way first, and discuss the 
bearings of tho Monroe doctrine after- 
wards. 

Germany and the United States aro 
Hooding South Africa with circulars ari.l 
advertising matter. Complaint is being 
made that Canadian shippers are doing 
little or nothing to secure this market.

S. J. iPitts, fur the committee appoint- 
ed to interview tJIanager Peabody in 
connection with the improvement of the 
Sound ferry service, reported that they 
had met that gentleman, but that prac- 
tically nothing decisive had been done. 
The committee suggested that the ques- 
tion b" taktu up with the C. I'. R-, and 
an endeavor made tu secure the as- 
sistance of that company. 'Mr. Pitts 
said that they had it on good authority 
that a vessel such as the Dolphin, now 
on the Northern run, could be operated 
at a good protit between hero uud Tn- 
coma. 

C. II. Lugrin laid before the meeting 
some calculations as to the costt of the 
present service both to this city und to 
tho North. On the Northern run insur- 
ance for instance was L'5 per cent., 
whereas on the Sound run it would lie 
but per cent., and there would be a 
great dill'ereneo in other respects. Be- 
sides, ihe prospective development of 
the tourist trade would seem to war- 
rant an improvement in the service, 

C. F. Todd said ih" trouble was the 
company hail no boat to take the place of 
the Dolphin on the Northern run, where 
it was making, so it i- .-aid, a profit of 
>o. Dim per mouth. 

S. .1. I'itts thought thai the service 
should include two boats, a first class 
passenger lioilt, and a smaller one for 
freight, which cuuld then take in the 
1'ori Angeles run. The committee wore 
anxious |o secure a better boat even 
thuil the Dolphin, but if they could gel 
a substitute fm- t liu- Dolphin they would 
. ut her 'in the run immediately. 

Mr. Todd pointed out that this was 
a bad lime of the year to agitate for a 
change as the tourist traffic would short- 
ly be over.
